At ul, New Britain, ‘an en- 
emy ship in the harbor received 
a direct hit with a 1000-pound 
bomb in a low level attack by 
bombers, while three possible hits 
Were scored on another vessel. 
Japanese searchlights were ma- 
chine-gunned during the night 
attack and extinguished. All Al- 
lied planes returned:to their bases. 

The situation was reported un- 
changed in the Owen Stanley 
mountains, north of Port Moresby, 
main Allied base in New Guinea, 
where some Japanese outposts 
were reported yesterday to have 
withdrawn under Allied pressure.

TO HELP RUSSIAN 


‘Next Summer May Be 
Too Late,’ He Asserts 
—Says Some _ Allied 
Military Leaders May 
Need Public Prodding. 


MOSCOW, Sept. 26 (AP).—Warn- 
ing that “next summer might be 
too late,” Wendell L. Willkie de- 
clared today, “I am now convinced 
that we can best help (Russia) by 
establishing with Britain a real 
second front in Europe at the 
earliest possible moment which our 
military leaders will approve.” 


“And perhaps some of them will 
need some public prodding,” Will- 
kie said of the leaders who have 
the responsibility of deciding when 
and where the Allies must strike at 
Hitler. 

Willkie expressed his views on a 
second front in a written statement 
issued as he completed a visit in 
Russia which included a trip to the 
central front and meetings with 
Premier Joseph Stalin and Foreign 
Minister Vyacheslav Molotov. 

Stalin gave a dinner in the 
Kremlin tonight in honor of Will- 
kie,

Willkie said that if the United 
States does not send food to Rus 
sia this winter millions May go 
hungry. He added that the United 
States also could help by sending 
medical supplies to ease the suffer- 
ing among the Russian people. 

He disclosed that his talk with 
Stalin lasted two hours and fifteen 
minutes, with Molotov anda Rus- 
sian interpreter as the only others 
present. 

Impressions of Stalin. , 

Willkie said Stalin looked well 
but obviously was a man carrying 
a heavy burden. He said he was 
a man of very clear mind and he 
pursued questions with enthusiasm 
and logic. 

Willkie added it was obvious 
that no man could understand a 
country as big as Russia without 
years of study but that there were 
certain facts it was important that 
America know. 

Five million Russians have been 
killed, wounded or are missing, he 
said. At least 60 million Russians, 
or nearly one-third of the coun- 
try’s population, now are slaves 
in Russian territory occupied by 
the Germans.

CANADIAN DESTROYER OTTAWA 
WAS SUNK AFTER 4-DAY FIGHT 


Survivors Tell of Attack by U-Boat 
Packs on Convoy in Mid- 
Atlantic. 

AN EAST COAST CANADIAN 
PORT, Sept. 26 (AP). — The Ca- 
nadian destroyer, Ottawa, the loss 
of which was announced Monday, 
went down after a four-day run- 
ning battle with U-boat packs at- 
tacking a convoy in mid-Atlantic, 
survivors said on landing here. 

The rescued members of the 
crew said the Ottawa broke in two 
and plunged to the bottom after 
it was struck forward and amid- 
ships by torpedoes. 

Two-thirds of the crew sur- 
vived. the explosions but, worn 
from their hard days of fighting, 
many slipped to death from rafts 
during the four to six hours they 
drifted before the survivors were 
picked up.

Civil Air Patrol Pilots Will ‘Raid’ 
Forest Park in Defense Rally Today 


Auxiliary Firemen and Policemen, Rescue 


Squads, First Aid Units Will Demonstrate 


Work—Band Concerts on Program. 


A mock air raid carried out by 
pilots of the Civil Air Patrol on 
three improvised structures on the 
terrace of Art Hill, Forest Park, 
will be one of the features of the 
Civilian Defense rally this after- 
noon at 4 o’clock. 

The rally will follow demonstra- 
tions of boating, signaling, mili- 
tary drilling, rope splicing and 
first aid work by the St, Louis Sea 
Scouts, operating in small sail 
boats in the Grand Basin in For- 
est Park. This display will start 
at 2:30 p. m. 

An amphibian tank of the United 
States Navy will be demonstrated 
in Grand Basin, following the 
Scout maneuvers, 

CAP pilots will sweep in low 
over the three flimsy structures to 
simulate an enemy bombing attack 
and the dwellings will be ignited 
by incendiary bombs. 

The fires will be the signal for 
auxiliary firemen, rescue squads 
and mobile first aid units to rush 
into action, displaying the perform- 
ance of tasks for which they have 
been trained. 

Methods of handling various 
types of bombs will be exhibited 
by a United States Army Ordnance 
department unit under the com- 
mand of Maj. W. 8. Gilliland, in- 
structor in the Civilian Defense 
School at Purdue University. 


Auxiliaries to Aid Police. 

Eight hundred auxiliary police- 
men, who were graduated and re- 
ceived armbands at ceremonies 
last Wednesday, will assist city 
police in directing traffic in the 
park and keeping order at the 
rally.

At one place the Nazis 
sent 60 tanks 2own a single thor- 
oughfare, losing 15 of them. 

Northwest of Stalingrad, where 
the Germans were heavily counter- 
attacking against the Russian re- 
lief offensive, there were 17 at- 
tacks Friday in one sector, and 15 
the previous day. All were report- 
ed beaten off, 

The Nazis were maneuvering 
their anti-tank guns with rapidity 
to throw them into areas where 
large forces of Soviet tanks were 
driving in. They also used scores 
of tanks in repeated attacks on 
Russian positions about a hill. 
Dispatches said 40 of the German 
machines were wrecked. 

Soviet artillery continued to play 
a great part in the defense of Sta- 
lingrad. One artillery unit report- 
ed it had destroyed 100 Nazi tanks 
and 108 trucks filled with infan- 
trymen in the course of 20 days. 

Gunboats of the Volga River flo- 
tilla again were raiding German 
positions close to the west bank. 

At the southernmost end of the 
German drive into the Caucasus, 
the Nazis were reported stopped 
both north and south of the Terek 
River, in the Mozdok sector. 


The midnight communique said 
the Germans had launched five 
more attacks in the Mozdok sec- 
tor without making any gains. 

The German push reached the 
Mozdok area a month ago, and 
the Nazis moved up more divisions 
and piled in more tanks, trucks, 
motorcyclists and planes to press 
their drive toward the Grozny oil 
fields, the Caspian and beyond the 
high mountain range. Then some- 
thing happened. Since a Soviet 
counterattack which battered back 
four German divisions, all further 
efforts to break through are re- 
ported to have ended in failure. 

The same story was reported 
from the high passes at the west- 
ern end of the Caucasus. There the 
Red Army troops with marines and 
sailors of the Black Sea fleet, has 
broken up repeated assaults south 
of Novorossisk and so far the Ger- 
mans have not reached Tuapse, 
their next objective on the coast. 
Heavy rains fell on that front to- 
day, but the Russians said the Ger- 
mans continued their attacks, all of 
which were repulsed and “large 
numbers of enemy troops wiped 
out.” 

On the Upper Don the Russians 
still were countera®acking at. Vo- 
ronezh; they still held the initia- 
tive on the central front, particu- 
larly at Rzhev, although their of- 
fensive has been halted, and the 
Volkhov River sector in the north, 
where Soviet troops refused to 
yleld recaptured fortified positions, 
despite furious Nazi counterblows.

The smaller sum is 
earmarked as follows: Privately owned 
yards, for building and repairs, 32 per cent: 
Nayy yards, 40 per cent, and privately owned 
industries, 28 per cent. 


Pearl Harbor Repair Speed; 
Criticism on Tank Lighters. 


The Bureau of Ships established a record 
of phenomenal speed in repairing vessels and 
facilities damaged at Pearl Harbor, and thus 
made an important contribution to the vic- 
tory of Midway Island and the successful of- 
fensive in the Solomons. But the bureau is 
at present under criticism over a matter of 
design, affecting tank lighters, which are ah 
essential part of the landing boat program. 
This. program is regarded as one of three 
bottlenecks, the others being k&viation and 
merchant shipping; against large-scale Amer- 
ican participation in ‘a -second front during 
1942. 


Several weeks ago, Senator Truman sent 
a public letter, buttressed. with confidential 
reports and exhibits, to Secretary of the Navy 
Knox, which accused the Bureau of Ships of 
“negligence or willful misconduct” in cling- 
ing stubbornly to its own model for a tank 
lighter and rejecting one of demonstrated 
superiority-whith had been submitted by the 
New Orleans shipbuilder, Andrew J. Higgins. 
“I cannot condemn too strongly the attitude 
of the Bureau of Ships,” wrote Senator Tru- 
man, adding that. he expected the Navy to 
take action.

Calls Attention to Price-Control Provision 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

T has come to my attention that some 

landlords of apartments and tene- 
ments where heat is furnished to the 
tenant are taking a most unconscionable 
advantage of the fact that heating oil 
ts to be rationed on the basis of an al- 
lowance of only enough oil to heat each 
dwelling at an, approximate temperature 
of 65 degrees. I refer to the action of 
many landlords who heat with coal, and 
are telling their tenants that the “law” 
does not permit them to furnish heat in 
excess of 65 degrees to any dwelling unit. 

This position is utterly unwarranted. 
No agency of the Government has made 
any regulation whatsoever concerning a 
maximum allowable temperature for 
dwellings heated by coal. If a landlord 
heating with coal arbitrarily cuts the 
heating facilities below those furnished 
on March 1, 1942, the tenant is entitled

this year. He was so much the center of the attack 
locally that not only did his Republican opponents 
run against him, but it seemed that the Democrats as 
well were running on the same ticket.

Senator Brooks’ opponent in the Republican pri- 
mary last April, Warren Wright, presented himself 
as a pre-Pearl Harbor backer of the President. on 
foreign policy, He waged a vigorous campaign to 
liquidate Mr. Brooks. But when the votes were 
counted, the Senator had virtually five votes to 
every one for Mr. Wright. 

Yet im the face of that judgment on the pre-Pearl 
Harbor issue in Ilinois, and confirming judgments 
since in many states, essentially the same kind of 
campaign is being waged against Senator Brooks 
now. Those on the ,administration’s side—on the 
stump and in Chicago newspaper offices—are fight- 
ing @ man seven times wounded in World War I, the 
bearer of distinguished awards for heroism on the 
field of battle, on a so-called anti-war record. 

This kind of campaign hides a light under a 
bushel. Congressman McKeough is as stanch and 
genuine a New Dealer as there is in either the House 
or Senate. Labor knows him as a steadfast friend. 
Slum clearance workers know his hard licks on 
housing legislation. At the same time, he has taken 
an interest in New Deal farm legislation and has 
worked for waterways development as an important 
step toward solution of the farmer’s transportation 
problem. In the important House Ways and Means 
Committee, he what has been described as a 
single-handed fight against the Federal sales tax 
proposal. And when the continuation of the ob- 
noxious Dies Committee came up in the House, Mr. 

cKeough was one of the few who had the courage 
to vote against extending its life. 

In short, this Illinois Congressman is entitled to 
presentation to the voters of his State on his record 
of intelligent support of progressive legislation. In 
a rational test of qualifications, his New Deal record 
would be set against the contrary social and eco- 
nomic views of Senator Brooks. The voters would be 
offered a choice on an issue to which they have re- 
sponded three times in presidential elections. 

Yet that kind of contest was offered to the voters 
in few primaries, and it is almost non-existent in 
the campaign today. There is still time for it to be 
revived, in some measure at least, for the November 
election. Perhaps the administration supporters will 
yet do something with it.

A CONFUSION OF NAMES. 

Many newspaper readers, who saw that Senator 
Prentiss M. Brown of Michigan was one of the draft- 
ers and introducers of the price control bill, follow- 
ing President Roosevelt’s Labor day message, are 
now puzzied to find that it is the “Brown amend- 
ment” which threatens to wreck the bill. The ex- 
planation is simple.

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JESSE JONES PROTESTS. 

Secretary of Commerce Jesse Jones doesn’t like 
the Baruch committee's report. He takes personally 
its criticism of the administration’s mishandling of 
rubber. The report cites no names, but Mr. Jones 
reads it as if it were literally dotted with his own, 
printed in blackface capital letters. 

We're glad Mr. Jones feels this way. We're glad 
he takes the criticism as directed at him. He should 
bear a large share of it, in our opinion. The Amert- 
can people, we believe, hold the same view as to his 
responsibility. Certainly, he could not hope to dis- 
sociate himself from the fair, straight criticism of 
the Baruch report. 

Mr. Jones was appointed Secretary of Commerce 
in August, 1940. That is more than two years ago— 
more than a year before the Japanese delivered their 
blow at Pearl Harbor. He went to Cabinet meetings; 
he knew what was said in confidence by President 
Roosevelt and Secretary of State Hull about condi- 
tions in the world. Even if the American people 
were not advised as to how critical our international 
relations were, it must be assumed that these mat- 
ters were discussed in the Cabinet. 

Knowing this, Mr. Jones failed to employ his im- 
portant Cabinet office—the post which is charged 
with particular concern for business and commercial 
affairs—to proteet the nation’s interests in terms of 
vital defense materials. He watched the gold pile 
growing day by day, but he defaulted on rubber. 
If the banker from Houston is especially dis- 
pleased by the Baruch committee's criticism of our 
failure to accept the Russian offer of full informa- 
tion about synthetic rubber manufacture in the 
Soviets, why, that is all right, too. Here obviously 
was something the United States should have hopped 
onto at once. The offer was made last February, 
yet nothiNg was done—indeed, few people knew of 
such an offer until the Baruch committee reported. 
So Jesse Jones doesn’t like the report? Now we 
kenow it is a good job! |

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A BLOW TO THE LAUF REPEALER. 

The brazen plot to force an about-face by the Mis- 
souri Bar Association on the non-partisan court plan 
has failed, and failed miserably. By a large majority, 
the association voted down the obstructionists at 
the annual meeting. It decided not only to stand 
by the plan which Missouri adopted two years ago 
to take its courts out of politics, but also to favor 
active opposition to the Lauf repealer. 

This double-barreled decision is all to the good. 
It will take active opposition to defeat the Lauf 
amendment. It will take a campaign of education 
in all parts of the State. With the public’s atten- 
tion largely on the war, it is the responsibility of 
the State Bar Association, in co-operation with the 
Missouri Institute for the Administration of Jus- 
tice, to make sure that the voters know that the 
court plan has not had a fair trial, that its rejection 
now would bring chaos in our courts. 

As for the lawyers’ vote in favor of a thorough 
inquiry into the work of the State Supreme Court 
and the three Courts of Appeals, that also is definite- 
ly on the credit side. The retiring president, John 
F’. Rhodes of Kansas City, demonstrated the need 
for such a study in his provocative presidential 
speech. To quote Justice Hugo L. Black at Columbia: 


‘ A court that deserves the respect of the 
people need have no fear of what is said of it. 
It is a healthy sign when members of the bar 
gather and bring to the ‘attention of the public 
that which they think is deficient in the opera- 
tion of an institution which is at the very heart 
of a civilization for which we fight today.

AM going to say a few words with the 
| purpose of enumerating the principles 

upon which must be established the world 
which will be reborn from the ashes of the 
destruction now in progress, if any good is 
to come out of the immense evil of the war. ‘ 

I will not claim to represent afyone, in 
order to give them weight. I have no com- 
mission to represent either the Government 
or the hierarchy of my country. 

Permit me to present those credentials 
in virtue of which my words can demand 
a hearing and expect to be weighed. They 
are credentials based upon the highest and 
most authentic moral authorities in the 
world: the Gospel, the papal encyclicals 
and the national Constitution. From these 
sources my words proceed, and from them 
also come the immutable and eternal prin- 
ciples upon which world reconstruction 
must be based. 

What are these principles? The first is 
liberty, the highest gift of God, given to 
man after that of life itself. The obligation 
which rests upon all to fespect life is 
sacred; so is the obligation to respect lib- 
erty equally sacred. Man hag the same right 
to one as to the other, because both have 
been given him by the same God. Fortu- 
nately, there are still many of us in the 
world for whom it is less important to give 
up life than lose liberty, since without lib- 
erty life is not worth the living. 

There is no doctrine which defends lib- 
erty more unyileldingly than Catholic teach- 
ing. It teaches us that without liberty there 
can be no sanctity. There is no sanctity with- 
out virtue, no virtue without merit, no 
merit without responsibility and no respons- 
ibility without liberty. 


The second principle is justice. The world 
which is passing was coming to be almost 
the reign of injustice. And individualism

. The third principle is democrdcy, I ad- 
mit that democracy in not a few nations 
has lost its prestige. But is that sufficient 
reason for abolition of the democratic form 
of government? When a man is sick, the 
indicated procedure is not to kill, but to 
cure him. 

Has the decadence of democracy been 
brought about by some deficiency which 
is of its very nature? No! This deficiency 
has manifested itself because no care was 
exercised against a parasitic disease which 
in some places attacked the democratic 
form of government, as such disease can 
attack, and has in fact attacked, every 
other form of government. 

This disease is a false philosophy of life. 
It is, in theological terms, the pride of life. 
From this it is evident that, in order to 
rehabilitate itself, democracy must become 
more austere; or,\to speak in equivalent 
terms, it must become Christian. 

Democracy is in need of being perfected; 
there is no one who doubts this, But one 
does not perfect a thing by substituting 
something else for it, Unhappily, there. 
are. many,in this hour so critical for the 
world who have allowed themselves to be 
seduced by the false concept of a govern- 
ment of force, attributing to force a virtue 
which neither logic nor experience permits 
us to accept, It ig necessary to make a 
distinction between government of force 
and government which has force.

The announcement was issued by 
William A. M. Burden, who re- 
cently succeeded Robert H. Hinck- 
ley as special aviation assistant to 
the Secretary of Commerce.

from the Army and Navy Depart- 
ments during the last few months, 
bringing the total number of 
courses contracted for to more 
than 110,000. These orders will 
result in almost total utilization of 
existing CPT facilities, 

“The new quotas fill the capacity 
of the advanced training coyrses 
and come near to filling the im- 
mediate capacity of the elementary 
courses. The latter, of course, 
cover only a preliminary part of a 
pilot’s training. Many Army and 
Navy trainees take as many as 
four or five CPT courses before 
going on active duty. 

“While our operators have 
enough elementary aircraft to take 
on another 20,000 primary courses, 
this cannot be done until the neces- 
sary instructors are trained. Dis- 
cussion is under way between the 
Army and CAA for thé utilization 
of these additional courses as fast 
as instructors to give them can be 
trained.” 


Complete War Footing. 
Burden pointed out that all CAA 
trainees, elementary ag well as ad- 
vanced, are now either Army or 
Navy enlisted reservists, “thereby 
putting the training program on a 
complete war footing.”

STALINGRAD’S BLOOD COST TO NAZIS 


By MAJ. GEORGE

HE Russian estimate which 
T places the German dead at Sta- 

lingrad during the past week at 
25,000 is probably very close to the 
mark. This estimate is based, of 
course, on the reports of engaged 
Russian units, as correlated and 
evaluated by the Russian staff, 
probably the staff of the Army 
commander charged with the im- 
mediate defense of the fortified 
zone of Stalingrad. It can be 
checked, to some extent, by other 
methods. 

In a recent article I pointed out 
that the Germans have an attack- 
ing potential at Stalingrad of about 
22 infantry divisiong at any, one 
time. If we assume that these di- 
visions are supported by seven 
groups of corps troops and by four 
armored divisions, with a due pro- 
portion of Army and G. H, Q. re- 
serve troops, and if we assume fur- 
ther that the total German force 
present in the Stalingrad sector is 
55 divisions of all types, of which 
45 are infantry divisions, we have 
a reasonably accurate basis for 
calculations. 

Let us further assume that the 
Germans keep up continuous at- 
tacks for a period of one week, 


rand that during this week their 


average attacking force each day 
ig 22 infantry and four armored di- 
visions, with each division that is 
so employed staying in action three 
days before being replaced. Let us 
make the further somewhat arbi- 
trary assumption that the divisions 
are not quite up to full establish- 
ment, say an average of 75 per 
cent of full establishment. 

If we apply to these figures the 
percentages of anticipated casual- 
ties in the attack of a fortified 
gone, as used by the United States 
Army in working out tactical prob- 
lems at the command and general 
staff school, Fort Leavenworth, we 
will find that the anticipated dead 
in a week of continuous attack by 
a force of the stated strength 
would be 23,266. Using another 
table, in which anticipated casual- 
ties are estimated on the basis of 
arbitrary figures for each type of 
organization, the result is 23,702. 

These totals include an estimated 
figure for losses in.the air force 
and the services of supply back 
to the limits of the sone of oper- 
ations. They are startlingly close 
to the Russian estimate of 25,000 
and to some extent may be con- 
sidered to confirm not only this 
estimate, but the accuracy of the 
United States Army tables of an- 
ticipation and the accuracy of our 
estimate of the total German forces 
engaged. . 

Estimates on Wounded. 

But if we accept these figures as 
being close to the truth, we must 
accept their further implications. 
To return to the United States 
Army tables, the number of 
wounded to be anticipated under 
the conditions given would be 168,- 
620. This includes all classes of 
wounded, whose wounds require at- 
tention at a field hospital or 
dressing station; that is, all men 
injured sufficiently severely to 
withdraw them from their units for 


. 


the last World War, because such 
tables include only those wounded 
who were hurt badly enough to re- 
quire their evacuation from the 
zone of operations to base hospitals. 
These form about 60 per cent of 
the total wounded. About 40 per 
cent can be patched up in the 
medical establishments of the sone 
of operations, and return to their 
units within a few days, more or 
less; but from the point of view 
of the unit commander, they are 
lost to him for the time being and 
as to the immediate mission he 
is required to perform. 

If we put this on a daily basis, 
what these figures mean is that 
each day the battle for Stalingrad 
continues at its present tempo, the 
German medical service must care 
for about 24,000 wounded men in 
the immediate vicinity of the bat- 
tle zone; of these, 14,000 odd must 
be evacuated to hospitals farther 
in the rear, by means of ambu- 
lances or hospital trains, and 
some 10,000 must be locally cared 
for, fed, treated and returned in 
due course to their units. The 
resulting conditions in the over- 
strained German dressing stations 
and field hospitals cannot be even 
faintly imagined by anyone who 
has never experienced such hor- 
rors, 


Replacements Needed. 

Taking the over-all picture from 
the replacement viewpoint, the 
Germans must find for the Stalin- 
grad sector alone, as long as they 
continue their efforts on this scale, 
something more than 190,000 re- 
placements per week—including, of 
course, “walking wounded” return- 
ing to their commands. The Ger 
mans must likewise find replace- 
ments for the dead and wounded 
of their troops in the Caucasus, 
those guarding their lines of com- 
munication, the services of supply, 
and for those admitted to hospital 
from all these organizations as a 
result of sickness or injuries re- 
ceived otherwise than in battle. 

Their total replacement needs 
will not be less than 300,000-350,000 
men per week, 


In a normal year, the annual 
class of conscripts~called to the 
colors in Germany—the young men 
reaching the age of 20 in that year 
and who are fit for military service 
—comes to between 60,000 and 700,- 
000. Thus the demands of the 
great Stalingrad battle are such 
that the German high command 
must use up a year’s supply of 
man power every two weeks to keep 
their effort going. This is, of 
course, an exaggeration from one 
point of view — that is, a man 
slightly wounded, or admitted to 
hospital with ea pain in his stom- 
ach, ig not “used up;” he is just 
out of action temporarily. But he 
is not, while so engaged, doing the 
German cause any active good; in 
fact, he has to have other men to 

him, 


Axis propaganda to represent the

Aid to Other Areas Suffers. 


The supreme political and mili- 
tary authorities of the United 
States and Great Britain are s0 
convinced that all-out aid to Rus- 
sia transcends all other considera- 
tions at this stage of the war that 
they have starved other vital 
phases of the war efforts to give 
priority to Russia. Had the man 
power and materia] utilized or be- 
ing assembled for aiding Russia 
by attacking Germany been allocat- 
ed to the War East, Japan might 
have been defeated by this time. 
Priority was given to the war 
against Germany although a wait- 
ing game could probably have been 
played safely by our supreme com- 
mands during most of 1942, 

Russia was preparing for this 
war as long ago as 1929 when I 
was a correspondent there, 

For a decade I and a small 
minority of Americans and Britons 
have been convinced that Japan, 
Italy and Germany would compel 
their countries to fight. The ma- 
jority of Americans and Britons 
thought otherwise, however, and 
prevented the creation of Ameri- 
can and British war machines dur- 
ing the years in which the Axis 
was arming. . It is impossible to 
convert pacifist nations into war- 
rior nations overnight and it is 
particularly unreasonable for 
American and British Communists 
who until June 22, 1941, were anti- 
militarist propagandists to expect 
the United States and Britain to 
land vast armed forces on the con- 
tinent without many months of 
preparation. 


U. S.-British Efforts Praised. 


Considering the tasks imposed on 
them and the available resources 
in trained fighting-men and mod- 
ern fighting material, the achieve- 
ments to date of the American and 
British commands deserve com- 
mendation rather than censure. 

Knowing what they had to work 
with and what they could reason- 
ably expect to have available at 
various stages of 1042,-the Ameri- 
can and British supreme authori- 
ties plainly told the Russian au- 
thorities what theys could and 
could not do. «There has never 
been any evidence of deception or 
raising of false hopes between 
three governments. 

Stalin was told why, much as 
the British desired to attack Ger- 
many in western Europe in 1941 
or for sofie time thereafter, that 
operation could not be undertaken. 
When America entered the war 
Stalin was given similarly clear in- 
formation as to the time which 
must elapse before a front could 
be opened in Western Europe. 
Propaganda by Uninformed. 

Stalin has never claimed to have 
been deceived, It is the Russian 
propaganda and uninformed Rus- 
sian partisans in the United States 
and Great Britain who have dis- 
seminated the idea that an early 
attack on Germany in Hurope had 
been pledged, was imminent and, 
now, has not been fulfilled. , 

This misapprehension, deception 
or whatever you choose to call 
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The assumption presumably un- 
derlying this campaign is that if 
sufficient pressure is brought to 
bear the American and British 
commands may attack 
but otherwise they would not. 


Lack of Man Power. 

out telling the en an 
thing it does not know it may he’ 
said categorically that Germany 
was not attacked before now sole- 
ly because, despite maximum util- 
ization of all available man and 
woman power between the ages of 
18 and 50, Great Britain has not 
available in the British Isles suf- 
ficient troops, equipment and 
transport to attack the 
forces known to be maintained by 
Germany in Western Europe, 

The United States could not get 
sufficient combat troops and 
transport to England during the 
initial months of its participation 
in the war to permit a successful 
invasion, 

An invasion which wag doomed 
to failure before it was launched 
or an invasion so trifling in power 
as not to compel Hitler to trans- 
fer at least 30 or 40 divisions from 
Russia to Western Europe would 
not be of real assistance to Rus 
sia. Such a failure would have 
had a bad effect upon the Allied 
cause throughout the world and 
in the long run would have in- 
jured Russia more than no of- 
fensive at all, 


Forces Available Grow. 

That there will be an attack on 
Germany by land and sea in ad- 
dition to the present formidable at- 
tack upon Germany by air may be 
taken for granted. That it will be 
costly in casualties goes without 
saying. The refusal to date of the 
supreme commands to be goaded 
into premature and foredoomed 
action indicates the operation 
stands a chance of success. Each 
week the forces available for the 
attack grow in strength and with 
them increase the prospects of 
success, 


It is true that the risk of Russia 
being knocked out and Hitler being 
in a position to confront our in- 
vading forces with greatly in- 
creased Axis forces has been con- 
sidered and has not disappeared.

They spent 
four. dreary miserable days of 
hunger, cold, rain and fog on that 
beach before natives found them. 

Their diet was onions, and grape- 
fruit, ard kippered herring that 
made all of them ill. They hud- 
died in the plane in a desperate 
effort to keep warm, played poker, 
talked of food. 

Lieut. J. C. (Jack) Meyer, of 
Forest Hills, N. Y¥., told the story.

The pilot of the Fortress was 
y, Lieut, Howard Teague, who hails 
‘from the Midwest; Lieut. J. H. 

Reedy was co-pilot and Maj. Put- 
nam commanded the flight. 

“We first encountered bad weath- 
er 7 we approached the ice cap, 
(glaciers which sometimes tower 
8000 feet high and cover all Green- 
land except its coastal regions), 
Meyer related. “We had intended 
to fly overland to our destination 
in Greenland, but fog and rain 
forced us to hug the jagged, 
broken coast. 

Flew at 50-Foot Altitude. 

“Visibility was so poor we some- 
times had to fly at 50 to 150-foot 
altitudes, dodging icebergs and 
lofty little islands that cluttered 
up the sea along the shores. About 
this time we got a radio report 
that the landing field we sought 
was entirely closed in by fog. 

“We had just enough gas left to 
reach either Iceland or Labrador. 
We contacted Iceland and learned 
it was closed in, too. Then we 
were informed the weather was 
clear over’ an emergency field a 
few hundred miles distant at the 
end of a fjord in Greenland. As- 
suming we soon would break out 
of what we then thought was @ 
narrow strip of bad weather, we 
headed toward this field, swinging 
wide out into the ocean to avoid 
mountains and icebergs. 

“But the weather got worse in- 
stead of better. In addition to 
rain and fog, there was a 55-mile 
tail wind. Our wings started 
icing up. We found several fjords, 
all right, but we couldn’t identify 
any of them by landmarks de- 
scribed to us over our radio. We 
figured the gale had blown us 
about 75 miles farther on than 
we thought. 

“Everyone. realized we were 
hopelessly lost. We tried to re 
trace our course. The fog got so 
thick it occasionally came right 
down to the surface of the water. 
The icebergs and islands made fly- 
ing so low extremely dangerous. 

Nearly Struck Mountain. 

“Once an island with a mountain 
about 1200 feet high suddenly 
loomed up in the fog directly in 
front of us. Maybe you think we 
weren't scared! I felt sure I was 
going to die. But our pilot gave 
her the gun and the plane shot 
upward. We were so close that 
our ship‘was climbing parallel 
with the slope of the mountain, 
only a few feet below. We just 
gat there speechless, staring at 
each other. We finally cleared the 
mountain top by only 20 or 30 feet. 
Boy, did we all draw a big breath 
of relief then!

Sometimes there 
the wind howled and _shrieked— 
or blew in’ bursts which sounded 
like galvos‘from big guns far away. 
When the rain stopped and the 
wind abated, the silence made it- 
self felt like a chill. 
One Bag, No Heat. 

“It looked,” commented Meyer, 
“like pictures we had seen of the 
North Pole.” 

“We had only one sleeping bag 
with us,” he continued, “and there 
was no heat in the plane. It was 
cold. We didn’t have very heavy 
clothing, either, and we kept warm 
as best we could by huddling in 
the plane with our legs drawn up 
under us. None of us slept much 
that night. 

“Next morning, we took inven- 
tory of our food supplies. By 
strict rationing of one mea] a day 
we found we had enough to last 
a week. We had one crate of 
onions, some grapefruit, apples 
and some kippered herring we had 
planned to give the boys stationed 
in Greenland, and some tinned 
meat and a small supply of emer- 
gency rations. The latter consist- 
ed of concentrated chocolate and 
a beef and bread mixture in-cans. 
Nearby we: found a stream of 
fresh water running down: off the 
glacier. | 

“We played poker and blackjack 
to pass the time and stood watches 
at the tip of the peninsula looking 
out for boats and planes, Much 
of the time, though, we just hud- 
dled together in the plane trying 
to keep from freezing. The weath- 
er continued rainy and windy, but 
we were still in good spirits and 
happy to be alive. That night, 
however, was pretty miserable and 
we didn’t sleep until far into the 
morning because of the cold and 
our cramped positions.” 


Couldn’t Get a Bearing. 


On the second day the group 
established radio contact with a 
Greenland base but because gla- 
ciers and mountains interfered 
with .radio communication they 
couldn’t obtain an accurate bear- 
ing on their position. That after- 
noon the sun came out briefly, 
piercing the clouds Jong enough 
for the navigators to take a sun 
shot. 

“But as luck would have it,” 
Meyer related, “the direction of 
the sun was parallel with the 
coastline instead of at right angles, 
and we couldn’t determine on what 
particular section of the coast we 
were marooned. Then, for the first 
time, we realized we indeed were 
in a serious predicament. 

“The weather got worse the third 
day. There was more rain, wind 
and sleet. To make matters worse, 
the kippered herring we had eaten 
the night before made us all sick. 
The herring, which was highly sea- 
soned, hadn’t set well on our emp- 
ty stomachs and we lost what lit- 
tle food we had eaten. We really 
got low. a. ss 

“We played some more, poker 
and talked—mostly about food. 
Each man would recall the good 
things he’d eaten and ‘mother’s 
home cooking’ was a favorite. topic 
of conversation. One of the fel- 
lows aptly expressed our feelings 
when he remarked that even if 
Hedy Lamarr suddenly appeared 
none of us would pay the slightest 
attention unlesg she carried some- 
thing to eat. 

Shot at Seagull, Missed. . 

“That day ave tried to shoot some 
seagtlis with our pistols, but we 
couldn’t get close enough for ac- 
curate firing. They are said to be 
bony and tough but we wanted to 
make a soup out of them, at least. 
One man even fired a machinegun 
at a seagull on the beach but he 
missed, too. We tried te fish with 
remains of the kippered herring 
Sa. ee Oe ane Fe, patuase : to 


miles from a Greenland base and 
that searching parties would be 
out looking for us as soon as the 
weather cleared. 

“We played poker again that 
night. Next day the weather 
cleared a bit, but the batteries of 
our radio were so worn that we 
couldn't: contact the base. We saw 
some seals playing in the bay and 
tried to shoot them, but they were 
too far away.

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Anna M. Rosenberg. Second :to No Other Person in U.S. in Her Field

A Staff Correspondent 
of the Post-Dispatch 


NEW YORK, Sept. 26. 

HE day after Anna M. Rosen- 

berg was appointed regional 

director ‘for New York of the 
War Manpower Commission, a 
wise-cracking acquaintance tele- 
phoned to inquire joshingly why 
in the world she, a woman, should 
be selected for anything that had 
to do with manpower. Mrs. Rosen- 
berg, busy at her duties as region- 
al director of the Social Security 
Board and a half-dozen other gov- 
ernmental jobs, sought to cut the 
conversation short, but the kidder 
declined to quit. Finally, exasper- 
ated, she snapped: 

“Well, if you must know the 
truth, at my age you need:an ex- 
ecutive order to get manpower,” 
and after hanging up the phone, 
she remarked to listeners: “That’s 
what he wanted to say but he 
didn’t have the courage.” 

Never at a loss for a remark to 
meet the occasion, this attractive 
40-year-old woman, an immigrant 
at the age of nine from Budapest, 
Hungary, has established a repu- 
tation as a labor mediator, adviser 
and administrator second to no 
other man or woman in the na- 
tion. And beyond her official 
duties as regional director of the 
Social Security Board, the Health 
and Welfare Defense Services, 
member of the Policy Committee, 
Office of the Co-ordinator of Inter- 
American Affairs; executive com- 
mittee of Mayor LaGuardia’s Busi- 
ness Advisory Committee, New 
York City Defense Council and the 
New York State War Council, Mrs. 
Rosenberg received an income of 
nearly $30,000 a year from firms 
she served as public and labor re- 
lations consultant, 

The list of her other organiza- 
tional activities, past and present, 
would fill a book almost as big as 
the one to which she recently con- 


tributed a chapter on “Social Se- 


curity and National Defense,” soon 
to be published under the title, 


War.” She has engaged actively 
in politics since high school age as 
a Tammany, Democrat, later di- 
verging to support LaGuardia; she 
has served nation, State and city 
in many fields, including a term 
as regional diréctor in charge of 
all NRA activities. : 

But the crown of many titles 
does not rest too heavily on her 
dark brown hair and in her walks 
with kings ‘she has never lost the 


: common touch. All factions of la- 


bor unions defer to her judgment 
and princes of industry seek her 
advice. She has found that direct- 
ness, simplicity and honesty will 
solve most disputes between labor 
and industry.

T WAS a long wait at Social Se- 
[curity Board headquarters, out- 

side Mrs. Rosenberg’s office, for 
an interview. This reporter and an- 
other from Time Magazine spent 
several hours beyond appointment 
time in aimless conversation with 
her aid, Abe Savage. A means of 
breaking the ice when the busy 
woman finally would send out the 
summons to her office was being 
discussed when a diminutive, fash- 
ionably dressed, girlish-looking fig- 
ure entered and said shyly, almost 
demurely: “I’m Mrs. Rosenberg,” 
then quickly added: “This is a hell 
of a way to treat you.” The ice 
was broken, 

“I’m going to confess,” she con- 
tinued, leading the way to her spa- 
cious office, “I did something un- 
forgivable.

As to her. new duties directing 
the Manpower Commission for New 
York State, Mrs. Rosenberg also 
has definite ideas. First she will 
resign from all other paying activi- 
ties, including private enterprises 
and her $7500 Social Security post. 
The private enterprises will in- 
clude, she thinks, everything from 
what used to be called “social 
work” to new industrial planning. 
She is less concerned about the fu- 
ture than she is with winning the 
war through mobilization of in- 


dustry. Like in her labor negofia- ‘' 


tions, she thinks that many of the 
seemingly insoluble problems are 
due to misunderstanding—a lack 
of a common language. 
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“Now just for instance,” she con- 
tinued, “the other day we talked 
with a big Mmdustrialist who scoffed 
at the idea that we could shift 
man power around, or even had a 
right to do it. ‘My men,’ he said, 
‘are employed the year round.’ Now, 
what he meant was that he never 
laid off his men, that they re- 
ceived pay the year around. After 
a discussion, he admitted. that at 
least two days a week, most of his 
skilled mechanics were doing un- 
skilled work. We can transfer 
those skilled workers for two days 
to another plant crying for them. 


' “Now that man is a good em- 
ployer—he doesn’t exploit labor, 
and when he says MY men, he 
means it. But where he is wrong 
is that they aren’t his men. They 
belong in this war to the United 
States of America. I realized that

when I saw my son take the train 
today, Up.until that moment he, in 
a.sense, belonged to me. I had 
something t6 say about his life 
even if he is 22 years old. But now 
he belongs to the Government. 
And so it must be with labor, if 
we are going to make total war. 

“Of course there are a lot of 
women in war work, and there will 
be a lot more. As a matter of 
fact, virtually everywhere they 
have been employed they have been 
at least as satisfactory as the men 
whose places they took. They are 
eager to work, either because they 
need the money or want to partici- 
pate in the war effort. That 
makes for good employes. It was 
the same in the last war. There 
need be no concern that women 
will hold men’s jobs after the war, 
except when necessary. Nature 
takes care of that. 

“If married women are compelled 
to leave their homes, either through 
economic stress or a draft,” she 
continued, “arrangements must be 
made to care properly for their 
children. I visualize nurseries that 
are not ‘charity check rooms,’ but 
the type of camp or group to which 
wealthier people pay good money 
to send their children.” 

Mrs. Rosenberg has been in tough 
spots during her career. There was 
the time that the teamsters were on 
strike. Mayor LaGuardia was in 
San Francis¢o, and he ordered Mrs. 
Rosenberg to attend a crucial mass 
meeting of about 3000 strikers. 
When she arrived at the hall, the 
police officer in charge declined 
to permit her to enter on the 
ground that he was responsible for 
her safety. The strikers-for three 
days had little to do but visit their 
favorite ice cream parlors or con- 
fectionaries, and fists and words 


. daughter, moved to Ameri 


were flying. Finally, he offered 
her a police escort, 


“Can you imagine me.going into 


a union meeting with a police 


escort?” she said. “I grabbed hold 
of two big teamsters and told them 
they had to get me through. Every- 
one laughed when they saw me 
going through the crowd hanging 
on to their coat tails and that 
calmed things down. But when one 
of the men arose to introduce me 
on the platform, a shoe came hur- 
tling through the air, just missed 
me, but didn’t miss him, He shout- 
ed: ‘What so-and-so threw that 
shoe?’ Let him come up here and 
I'll beat hell out of him.’ About 
50 teamsters rushed furward. That 
got another laugh, and finally the 
boys in the front row were saying; 
‘Aw, give the little girl a break.’” 


The little girl got a break, and 
a short time later the strike was 
settled. 

“But I’ve never had any personal 
disrespect shown me,” Mrs. Rosen- 
berg said. “Of course there’s cuss- 
ing and shouting, but I’ve found if 
you can take it they. can take you. 
I can take it.”

ECAUSE of her sincerity of 
B purpose, Mrs. Rosenberg never 

prepares a speech in advance. 
She speaks eloquently, frequently 
with heat, and with a slight accent 
disclosing her foreign birth and 
early impecunious Manhattan en- 
vironment. Her father, Albert Led- 
erer, had been a furniture manu- 
facturer in Budapest “for the 
Crown,” recipient of many lucra- 
tive orders. One of the largest was 
canceled after he had completed it, 
and his fortune was swept away. 
The family, including another 
and he 
entered the fur trimming business. 

“I remember how proud I was 
as a child in this land of opportu- 
nity,” Mrs. Rosenberg said, “be- 
cause his bills bore his name and 
the abbreviation of debtor, ‘Dr.’ 
I thought my father had become a 
doctor right away” 

At Wadleigh High School, Anna 
organized a political club and early 
demonstrated her talents by me- 
diating a students’ .strike against 
compulsory military training. 
When war was declared in 1917 she 
went to work at a base hospital 
in New York, later participating 
in the Liberty Loan drive, selling 
$5700 in bonds and $2850 in stamps 
in one week at a street corner. 
She married Julius (Mike) Rosen- 
berg, a. war veteran, in 1919 and 
returned to high school. Later 
she began political activity that 
led her into the field of social wel- 
fare, both public and private, and 
culminated in her astounding ca- 
reer of accomplishment. Her hus- 
band, a rug importer, has remained 
in the background, 

Recalling her aversion to pre- 
pared speeches, Mrs. Rosenberg 
told of the single effort she had 
made to deliver one. It was an 
important occasion and shé felt 
that her words should be carefully 
selected and she is the first to ad- 
mit that. she is not a rhetorical 
speaker. 

“It was a beautifully written 
speech, written by Abe, here,” she 
said. “It said everything I wanted 
to say and it said it in perfect 
construction and perfect form. I 
read two pages of it at the meet- 
ing and started to laugh. It 
sounded to me like a stranger 
talking. I laid down the manu- 
script, looked at the audience and 
said: ‘You’re going to find a big 
difference from now on.’” 

Those words can safely be 
said again in contemplating the 
labor situation in New York State 
since Mrs. Rosenberg’s appoint- 
ment as regional director of the 
Manpower Commission—you're go- 
ing to find a big difference from 
now on!

“War ain’t no basket picnic.” 

Look what it’s done to the 
inmates of Buckingham Castle. 
Painted rings five inches from the 
bottom of the bathtubs remind 
the Queen that it’s not cricket to 
dunk the royal body in more than 
a teaspoon of water. The King 
shaves off the crown stubble by 
one dim bulb in the bathroom. 
In Russia, things are even worse. 
No longer do the kids spend their 
spare time doing that fine old 
step of the steppes, the Kazatzky 
or the Cossack kick-out. Now they 
work overtime thihking up things 
like pouring boiling oil on Nazi 
invaders. In China, a bean sprout 
a week is about all that keeps a 
coolie’s front ribs from rubbing 
hunger callouses on his backbone. 
War has come to these countries 
and it’s made a horrible mess out 
of what would have been millions 
of fairly happy lives. 

War has come to us here at 
home, too. But as the Office of 
War Information hinted in a recent 
report on the situation, we’re not 
even in over our Oxfords. This 
report goes on to say: “We've 
done pretty well, but pretty well is 
not enough.” Which means, that 
we've all got to pitch in and DO 
SOMETHING. 

Talking about everybody DOING 
SOMETHING, James M. Landis, 
director of the United States Office 
of Civilian Defense, said recently: 
“The plain truth is that up to the 
present time the American people 
as a whole are not doing their 
job. They are like the spectators 
at a football game, cheering the 
team and the coach when things go 
well and trying not to be too crit- 
ical when things go badly. This 
war is not a spectacle FOR our 
people. It is a fight for the sur- 
vival OF our people and it will 
not be won except BY our people— 
all of them.” 

Then Landis went on to say that 
“not just thousands of people, but 
hundreds of thousands and mil- 
lions must go to their defense 
councils and demand a job that 
will help win the war.” To help 
these thousands and hundreds of 
thousands form some idea in their 
own minds of what they can do, 
the OCD. has just published a com- 
prehensive, illustrated booklet, 
“What Can I Do? The Citizen’s 
Handbook for War.” And in this 
booklet are concrete suggestions for 
everybody from the actor and 
architect to the waiter and the 
watchman. : 

Chapter 1 is entitled: “What 
Everybody Can Do-—-Everywhere.” 
It’s aimed at the folks who have 
the “will to fight but who have 
little or no spare time to give to 
committees, meetings, training 
courses, community war work.” It’s 
for the mother who rarely sees the 
bottom of the mending basket and 
the father who’s so busy bringing 
home the bacon ration that he 
hardly ever gets around to fixing 
a leaky faucet. Of these busy 
folks the OCD asks only that they 
learn such things as protecting 
their families, the principles of con- 
servation, the need for salvage, the 
wisdom of investing in war bonds, 
the ways to good health and the 
keys to the problem of combatting 
the poison of enemy propaganda. 

Anent the job of protecting our- 
selves, the OCD asks if you know 
that “562 million Americans live in 
so-called ‘target-areas’?” Which

Your cloth- 
ing needs should be carefully 
planned so that you don’t make 
mistakes in buying.” 

If you have any items for sal- 
vage, take them yourself to your 
nearest junk dealer, to a charity, 
church or school. And don't let 
salvage possibilities in way of met-. 
al, rubber, rags and other junk 
lay around. Make a_ thorough 
search of your closets and help 
win the war by being a good 
housekeeper. ’ 

And now for your war budget: 
“Don’t sit back and wait to be 
taxed, Save your money and invest 
regularly each pay day in war 
bonds and stamps. Save to pay 
your taxes. And when you have 
done these things, give your at- 
tention to the art of spending. This 
problem is not new—but it has 
new angles in wartime. 

“As for the family health, see 
that one person in yeur home has 
training in first aid. Fit into your 
schedule enough time for recrea- 
tion and regular sleep. Look to 
your diet and see your doctor or 
go to a clinic for a general phys- 
ical examination at least once a 


year.”

And now for what the boys and 
girls of America can do. The OCD 
suggests that every boy and girl in 
every family volunteer as mother’s 
special delivery messenger between 
home and the grocer, the drug store 
and the cleanérs and shoe repair 
shop. This will save rubber need- 
ed for planes and tanks. Boys and 
girls can take care of younger 
brothers and sisters and do home 
jobs that will leave parents free 
for war jobs. Boys and girls can 
learn to sew and mend, to cook 
and plan meals; to use tools and 
substitute for repairmen at home. 


“Boys and girls,” suggests the 
OCD bookiet, “can form discussion 
clubs or forums in high schools. 
Many of the studies in high school 
will help in an understanding of 
the war—history, geography, and 
the other social studies, current 
events, and science. They can 
make posters on war subjects and 
speak in assemblies on subjects of 
wartime importance.” 

And remember, cautions the Citi- 
zen’s Handbook, everybody can do 
something, somewhere. The kids 
can still play baseball on the cor- 
ner lot—but they ought to knock 
off early to weed the victory gar- 
den, cart scrap stuff to the salvage 
centers, and carry home the gro- 
ceries to save on delivery tires. 
The mother conserves food be- 
cause she knows that all our al- 
lies are hungry and that some are 
starving. The father patches the 
hotwater bottle and the electric 
toaster and wears last season's 
skypiece to save enough money to 
buy a few war stamps. 

“War,” says the OCD handbook, 
“changes the pattern of our lives. 
It cannot change our way of life, 
unless we are beaten.” So ask 
yourself, “What Can I Do?” and 
if you can’t answer yourself, get 
the little book by that name from 
the OCD and find out.

HEN you speak of sartorial 
elegance among the males of 
Hollywood the name of 

Adolphe Menjou immediately comes 
to mind. Menjou and the well- 
dressed male figure are synony- 
mous. Adolphe usually stocks an 
average of 250 wearable suits— 
formal, street and sport attire 
among them. He always has more 
than 100 pairs of shoes to choose 
from; countless shirts are piled 
high in special cases and if you 
pinned his cravats end to end they 
would reach from her to you guess 
where. He has actually earned 
more than $100,000 as style adviser 
to one of the nation’s leading men’s 
ready-to-wear houses. 

So, Adolphe’s devotion to clothes 
is no gag or publicity stunt. Talk 
to him and you'll see what a deadly 
serious subject it is. One time a 
friend of Menjou’s came to the set 
to visit him. The friend was wear- 
ing a dovble-breasted coat, open at 
the front. Adolphe looked him over 
and his lip curled. The style ar- 
biter spent 10 minutes castigating 
his friend. “If you must leave a 
double-breasted suit open in the 
front wear a vest,” he wound up. 

Menjou, of course, is a lone 
stand-out in the Hollywood clothes 
league.. He has little competition. 
Most of the boys don’t give a hang 
how they look. Some are actually 
slovenly and must be constantly 
jacked up or screen shadows would 
pick up and reflect their seedy 
appearance. Let’s let the sleek and 
slick Menjou go his way while we 
look at the other side of the Holly- 
wood clothes picture. 

There’s Spencer Tracy, for in- 
stance.

OR one who cherishes the recollection of George M. Cohan in 
Fz Rather Be Right” and “Ah, Wilderness!” or for others whose 

richer memory goes back beyond either of these theater experi- 
ences, “Yankee Doodle Dandy,” the film biography of. Cohan at the 
Ambassador Theater, will have a special meaning and the most 
certain appeal. More than a mere tribute to a famous figure of the 
American stage, it is a recollection of the theater of the country 
over half a century. i 

As a scene in “Yankee Doodle Dandy” indicates, the jitterbug 
generation knows nothing of Cohan, not even the name, not even 
the songs he wrote, unless somewhere it has come across an ancient 
ditty called “Over There.” And, I suspect, many of these effervescent 
and amusing individuals probably classify that as a lesser work of 
Francis Scott Key. Therefore the slapstick scenes from “Peck’s 
Bad Boy,” the catchiness of “I'm a Yankee Doodle Dandy,” “Give My 
Regards to Broadway” and other Cohan tunes; the vaudeville turns 
for which the Four Cohans were famous and the glimpses of back- 
stage life in former years are ‘all elements which may or may not 
be okayed by a particular 1942 movie audience, 

Moreover, “Yankee Doodle Dandy,” being intensely honest, is 
intensely personal. The brethers Warner know too much about 
making screen biographies to distort the facts or hypo the past of 
a living personage. The comedy and drama that make up the 
Ambassador’s entertainment have much to do with the affairs of the 
Cohen family, its fortunes in vaudeville, the deep affection of its 
members and its exit from the show world. These qualities, too, may 
be disdained by the taste of the times. ° 

There remain two other prime elements which qualify “Yankee 
Doodle Dandy” for the company of the best pictures of 1942. One is 
an actor, the other a song, 


Not Much For Cagney 
To Learn Except Lines 


LTHOUGH James Cagney has useful companions in “Yankee 
Doodle Dandy”—Walter Huston, Rosemary De Camp, Richard 
Whorf, Irene Manning, his own sister, Jeanne Cagney, and Capt. 
Jack Young, impersonator of President Roosevelt—the picture is his 
own. Happily he and Cohan had similar backgrounds and the role 
of the smart-aleck Irish kid who succeeded a half dozen ways in the 
show world fits into the line of Cagney’s past triumphs. Cagney has 
no more singing voice than Cohan had, but as much. Cagney can 


dance Cohan’s routines in such a way that he recalls Cohan’s own/| 


stepping vividly. : 
As for the song, it is “Over There.” Cohan’s fame would have 
been secure had this been his only contribution to the American 
theater and the American public. He receives a medal from the 
. President for his patriotic services in “Yankee Doodle Dandy,” and 
he whole life story is told in the frame of a White House interview, 
‘So “Yankee Doodle Dandy” comes to a close in the patriotic way to 
make it most effective, and to be most in keeping with the nature 
of George M. Cohan, a flag-waver from the day he was born to now. 
“Over There” still has a special quality of its own. It says every- 
thing that was to be said about the war in 1917-18, everything that is 
to be said today. Hearing it sung by Frances Langford at a training 
camp in that other war, one finds an almost irresistible impulse to 
join it and give it everything. Spirit, melody, lyrics, “Over There” 
fits as well as it ever did. For, regrettably, the trouble still isn’t 
“over, over there.” . 


Great American Game 
Of Becoming a Success 


HILE the Warners have been capitalizing on Cohan and show 
W vvsines Samuel Goldwyn has been glorifying baseball and 

Lou Gehrig. It happens that both pictures are in current 
exhibition, the second of them, “The Pride of the Yankees,” at the 
St. Louis, 

Now any film producer who would glorify American baseball is 
sticking his neck out. The astute Mr. Goldwyn had no sooner 
registered his title with the Hays office than many persons told 
him that, in print and in private. And when, after a half dozen 
publicity handsprings, the public “demanded” Gary Cooper, a Goldwyn 
contract star, for the role of Iron Horse Gehrig, the dissenters were 
many rather than few. 

Frankly, the baseball knowledge of this reviewer is not such as 
to permit him to say whether Goldwyn has played entirely fair with 
baseball.or not. A check with the facts of Gehrig’s career, as set 
down in print, allows only a small percentage of error, Anachronisms 
and technical faults may cheetfully be conceded. “The Pride of the 
Yankees” is still a straightforward screen biography, done with a 
distinctive touch, : : 

All ‘of us, on looking at our photographs, are likely to say, with 
the usual disregard of grammar, “That’s not me!” Newspaper men 
stanchly deny there ever was a drunken reporter or one who stole 
his managing editor’s pants.

To 
persons who do not have an intimate knowledge of baseball, it makes 
the lot of a successful baseball] player seem somewhat enviable, even 
though he faces tragedy at the finish: It.is the success story after 
ali and, even in the days of the Egyptians, has always been surefire.
